er S»»ys of toe Industry. 


C. P. {Bailey, who baa an Angora 


goat ranch near Battle Mountain, writes 
the Texas Live Stock Journal as article 
on Angora goats and their fleeces from 
which we-extract tho following: 


This neasr>n I sheared about 5,000 


head of goats and shipped a little 20,- 
000 pounds of mohair to William Mc- 
Naughton's sons, commission merchants 
of New York City. They made the fol- 
lowing returns, July 31.

working it. The articles into which it 
is manufactured are more varied, -and 
now there is not a tenth pait as nuioh 
mohair produced in America as Arneii- 
cau manufacturers can use. 


Though I consider four pounds a 


good average clip for n, mixed flook of 
pure breeds or high grades, I have no 
dought that there may be selected flocks 
of high grade wethers that will average 
from seven to nine pounds, and if well 
kept will continue to yield their heavy 
fleeoos until they are ten or twelve years 
old.
